Agricultural Notes. 


In its crop report for October, recently 
issued, the Massachusetts State Board 
of Agriculture includes an article on 
“The Prevention of Fungous Diseases 
Peculiar to Greenhouse Plants,’’ by Dr. 
George E. Stone, professor of botany at 
the Mass. Agricultural College. This re- 
port may be obtained by application to 
J. Lewis Ellsworth, secretary of the 
Board, State House, Boston. 

In this article Dr. Stone says in part: 
“The diseases to which plants are sub- 
ject under glass require different 


methods of prevention to those in com- 


mon use out of doors, since in green- 
houses the conditions are largely under 
control, whereas in oittdoor crops they 
are left tothe mercy of the weather and 
the whims of the season. To meet un- 
foreseen seasonal conditions to which 
outdoor crops are subject it is necessary 
to resort to methods of prevention each 
year. Such methods consist of spraying 
crops, or. applying other treatments be- 
fore certain pests make their appearance. 

he recommendation for a general sys- 
tem of spraying indoor crops, however, 
would be irrational and would consti- 
tute a step in the wrong direction. 
Every skilled and intelligent grower 
realizes this, and the more skilled a gar- 
dener is, the fewer diseases he has to 
conted with. The gardener who can 
turn out a nearly perfect crop as regu- 
larly as a manufacturing establishment 
turns out its product is ‘qualified for the 
severest tests of proficiency. 

To-be an expert grower it is necessary, 
at least, that one should possess a 
thorough understanding of the influence 
of the three cardinal forces, heat, light 
and moisture, and the role they.play in 
the production of normal crops, together 
with their relationship to the develop- 
ment of disease-producing organisms. 
Some of the most troublesome and dis- 
astreus diseases are entirely controlled 
‘by the intelligent use of -these factors. 

The benefits which have resulted 
from spraying out-of-door crops have un- 
fortunately been the means of inducing 
some, to believe that spraying is the only 
method of treating plant diseases, and 
where spraying is not recommended as a 
remedy their enthusiasm diminishes. 
We have grown for some years many ex- 
perimental crops in greenhouses, and we 
have seldom had occasion to see 
need, or possible benefit, to be derived 
from spraying. 

The explanation of the appearance of 
.some of our most troublesome diseases 
at the present time can be found in part 
in the practice of increased forcing, and 
is also due tothe fact that new _ para- 
sitic organisms have been introduced 
from time to time from other countries 
through traffic. Constitutional weak- 
nesses which develop in some varieties 
and are inherited in others are unfavor- 
able toimmunity. There is little doubt 
that many diseases could be prevented 
by modifications in the methods of 
growing plants. Experiments have 
shown that a covering of coarse sand 
about lettuce plants materially reduced 
rots, simply from the fact that sand re- 
tains moisture much less readily than 
loam. Various stem rota could un- 
doubtedly be eliminated, to a large ex- 
tent, in the same manner.”

Among Old Time Trees of Subur- 
ban Andover. 


Near the close of the eighteenth cen- 
tury Jabez Hayward and wife, of North 
Reading, purchased and settled upon a 
farm in Andover, the same which is now 
owned .and occupied by their great- 
grandson, Henry A. Hayward, Phillips 
District. On this: farm still survives 
what is thought to be, one of the oldest 
willow trees/in the state. Its massive 
trunk some ten feet. High, measured in 
1880, twenty-six feet in circumference, 
eight feet eight inches in diameter. 

It stands in a rich, deep soil, in close 
proximity.to the’ road-side, which fact 
| necessitates a heavy pruning of its 
| Branches, as often as once in five years, 


Notwithstanding its. extreme age, it 
still keeps up the onward march with its 
younger.neighbors, and what is quite as 
i much tO tlie purpose, its usefulness as a 
| fuel producer is as yet unimpaired. In 
cases of emergency like the winter of 
1902-03, long to be remembered for the 
searcity of coal, and consequent high 
price of soft and hard wood—the. old 
willow was equa] to the situation, and 
contributed its share of ‘limbs’ towards 
increasing the dimensions of the indis- 
pensable wood pile. In 1800 there was 
planted on the same farm, by Harry Hay-- 
ward, more familiarly known-as “Capt. 
Harry Howard” who afterward became 
grandsire of the present occupant—a 
chestnut, which he brought, when a lad 
of eight years, from Newton, N. H. 

With unusual perception in a child so 
young, he saw at once the advartitage: of 
raising chestnuts on the home farm; 
and on his return to Andover. lost no 
time in selecting a, location for his 
trophy, in the rear of the farm house, 
and the childish hands carefully placed 
the seed in the ground. 

The little germ of life concealed with- 
in the nut’s brown shell—imbued with 
the granite character of its native hills 
—was quick to germinate, and a sturdy 
plant thrust its way upward to air and 
sunlight, which in time, became a 
miglity tree, and an object of pride and 


veneration to the descendants of the | 


youthful planter. More than a century 
of summers have waxed and waned, 
since its advent on the hillside. Its 
spreading branches form a sheltering pa- 
vilion, over a plot of ground, which for 


whose merry voices keep time with the 
bird-notes. in the leaty. branches oyver- 
head. 

When Autumn approaches with soft 
caress.and turiis the chestnut’s emerald 
leaves into.a garment of matchless gold, 
then it-is, the tree asserts its pre-emi- 
nence as a monarch in forestry.

Its gigantic proportions are 
discernable far in the distance, gleaming 
inthe harvest sunshine like a beacon 
light at sea. Its boughs spread -nearly 
60 feet. At, a point, six feet abgye the 
ground ihe trunk's girth is 14 feet, at the 
extreme base 19 feet. The tree passed 
its fruitage several years ago.
